N out of the west than that of John 

Elland, founder and president of 
the Bank of Portales, New Mexico. 

That Banker Eiland is alive today 
is owing to the strategy he employed in 
extricating himself recently from a bang 
of desperate’ brigands, who, under most 
exciting circumstances, captured and Reld 
him-for ransom in the mountains of New 
Mexico for a verlod of nearly four 
veeks, during which time he was tor- 
tured and nearly starved to death. 

While on a business trip in the state 
of Sonora, Elland wags’ traveling on 
horseback and alone from Magdalena 
to Arjzpe, having left a friend, George 
Reese, behind to look after other im- 
portant matters. Etland had traveléd 
about three-fourths of the distance when 
on the evening of October 6 he was 
surrounded by a band of bandits and 
robbed of his money, watch and other 
valuables. | 

The thieves tied their victim esecuyNy 
with one end of a long rope, attach- 
ing the other end ‘to the saddle of 
the leader, a pompous descendant of the 
Aztecs, who coulg speak broken English. 
This wretch rode Eflland’s horse and 
gave his almost worthless animal to 
another member of iis band. When his 
unfortunate follower showed signs of 
displeasure and s6uffering, the bravadvu 
would twit him in many ways and call 
him a “good American’? in Spanish. 

They traveled a short distance in an 
easterly direction the first evening and 
then camped. It was evidently their in- 
tention at first to take the victim to their 
rendezvous in the mountains southeast 
of Oputa, but they changed their plans. 
This Ejijland learned from their conver- 
gation, as he understands some Spanish. 
Biland was given little water to drink 
and practically nothing to eat during 
the twenty-four days of his captivity. 

When he murmured and begged for 
food or water they would whip him, throw 
stones at him and even spit on him. They 
bad an object in this, and that was to 
torture their captive to the last degree 
ef endurance and thereby compel him to 
write a letter asking for a large ran- 
som.

Olga Nethersole Was Not Un- 
nerved by “Boos,”

Guffaws of the Gallery Rowdies in 
the Wrong Place Moved Her 
to Tears—Mrs, Brown-Pot- 
ter’s New Play Failed 
To Grip. 


Special Cable. 

London, December $.—Olga Nethersole 
really’ got outrageous treatment when she 
opened in ‘‘The Flute of Pan” the other 
night, but it was not because she was 


at the end of the third act. ‘‘Boos’’ there 
were in plenty and the hoodlums who 
made them at the expense of two women 
have been roasted wfth good reason in 
the newspapers, which are asking when 
this rowdyism at first nights will be put 
an end to. It was, however, a series of 
loud and significant guffaws which told 
Miss Nethersole that her careful and ex- 
pensive vroduction. of Mrs. ‘Cnaigie’s 
latest play was not to be a success. For 
these manifestations of amusement came 
in the midst of a supposedly “moving” 
scene and showed, as it had been shown 
that afternoon in the case of the new 
piay produced by Mrs. Brown-Potter, 
that the audience was not impressed in 
the manner which the author had in- 
tended. 
| The scene was that of a princess abdi- 
jcating her right to the crown of an imag- 
inary continental state in order that she 
might retire into private life with the 
man she loved. It was a difficult per- 
formance for Miss Nethersole, who 
played the princess and had to read three 
or four portentious proclamations with 
big red seals hanging to them, and it 
was characteristically swinish of the gal- 
lery crowd that they laughed openly at 
the actress’ discomfiture. No wonder that 
when the curtain rose again after fall- 
ing at the end of the act it discovered 
Miss Nethersole with her hands over her 
eyes and her frame shaking with sobs. 
But the fact remains that the gallery 
merely expressed what the whole house 
felt more or less, almost from the be- 
ginning—rather bored amusement at 
what was intended to be taken serleusly. 
It is not necessary to detail the story 
of*the piece. It begins with the princess 
proposing marriage to an old lover of 
hers, who has gone in for Tolstoyism 
after being cast off by her, because she 
needs a man to lead her armies. There 
is an insurrection in her kingdom. He 
consents on condition that she retires 
to private life with him after he has 
brought peace to her land, and to this 
condition she agrees. So far so good, 
but then we get a whole series of jeal- 
ousies on the part of the wedded pair 
which the merest word of explanation on 
either side would have set right. Also a 
great display of “pride’’ on both sides, 
which prevents these explanations from 
being made. In this -way sympathy is 
lost before the play is half oyer. And, in 
this case, Mrs. Craigie has failed to re- 
deem the slenderness of her plot by the 
brilliancy of her dialogue. In short, there 
was litth enough in the work to recall 
either “The Ambassador” or ‘‘The Bish- 
op’s Move,” and what led Miss Nether- 
sole to lavish money on giving it a sump- 
tuous Lendon production with an un- 
commonly expensive cast is not clear,

It is an unhappy coincidence that two 
actresses both well known to Americans 
and both engaged in producing ambitious 
plays on their own hook should have 
come to grief in London on the same 
day. For Mrs. Brown-Potter’s ‘experti- 
ence with “For Church or Stage,” last 
Saturday afternoon, was little less. un- 
fortunate than Miss Nethersole’s with 
“The Flute of Pan’ in the evening. 
The former is a piece that the worthy 
vicar of Gorleston, who has written 
several novels under the name of ‘‘Athol 
Forges,’ wrote for Mrs. Potter some 
time ago, and described before its pro- 
duction as just a little—well! Its hero 
is a clergyman who falls in love with an 
actress and then-—after several preca- 
rious weeks—renounces her, and goes 
back to his flock. But, alas! although 
the plece was not without evidences that 
its clerical author has some dramatic 
ability, it is much too amusing—in a 
quite unintentional way-—to serve its 
extremely serious purpose.

particularly appropriate selection 

—that of Lady ‘Alice Dgerton to 
perform the task of unveiling the new 
statue to Milton, in Cripplegate, the 
other day. 

Lady Alice, who. is tie wife of Mari 
Egerton, is also @ descendant of that 
earl of Bridgewater who was Milton's 
staunch friend and patron. It was for 
the entertainment of bis family—a very 
numerous one, by the way, consisting 


of no jess than fifteen children—that the 


“Masque of Comus”’ was written. The 
story was founded on an incident in 
the Mfe of the eleventh daughter, her- 
self a Lady Dgerton. And when it was 
first performed at the earl’s castle at 
Ludlow it was she who was cast for the 
“lady.” 

The associations of the family are not 
only closely connected with the life of 
the poet, but with Cripplegate church, 
in which he found a final resting place, 
ana near which his new Statue stands. 
The earl, who lived in Milton’s day, was 
a regular worshiper at St. Giles, Crip- 
plegate, and often helped ring the same 
bells which pealed forth joyously, the 
other day, when the statue was uncov- 
ered. The town house of the Bridewa- 
ter’s stood on the site now occupied by 
Cripplegate institute, not far from the 
church, and it is supposeq that Milton 
took up his residence in the parish that 
he might be near his powerful friend. 


Milton was born in London, lived the 


greater part of his life in London and 
died in London, but until the unveiling 
of the Cripplegate statue no monument to 
him existed in the city which is so inti- 
mately associated with this fame. It 
seems strange that for nearly two and 
@ half centuries after his death his mem- 
ery should have been thus neglected, de- 
apite the fact that he has long been pro- 
claimed the greatest of English poets 
wext to Shakespeare. 
though Duglish folk accept this state- 
moent as a correct estimate of his place 
‘im literature, few of them read his poetry 
in these days. It has been said that 
several bundred shots might be fired 
€rom a maxim gun in any of London's 
busiest thoroughfares without incurring 
guch risk of hitting anyone who could 
Yepeat from memory a single line of 
“Paradise Lost’ or “Paradise Regain- 
ed.’ Had not J. J. Baddeley, deputy 
alderman of the Cripplegate ward, offer- 
ed to defray ihe cost of the statue, it is 
quite possible. that another <entury 
might elapse before London would have 
an opportunity to gaze upon his effigy 
in bronze. The offer was mauve condi- 
tional on $10,000 being subscribed to tne 
fund for restoring the churoh in, which 
he is buried. It took a year to obtain 
the money which may be taken as a fair 
measure of the great Puritan poet's pop- 
ularity at the present day.

Dunn was arrested in ‘‘Hereafter,” an 
‘@ttraction immediately opposite the burn- 
ed buildings, and? fhe Jefferson guards 
who made the arrest say fhat he could 
mot give a satisfactory explanation of his 
presence in the bullding. The guards’ at- 
tention was attracted to ‘‘Hereafter’’ 
gome time after the fire in the “Streets 
of Rome” was discovered by a bright 
light which proved on investigation to 
‘ese a pile of burning newspapers and 
straw. Dunn told the Jefferson guards 
that he had entered the building to ex- 
tinguish the fire, but could not explain 
why he was locked in the concession.

Thus it happens that the rich often 
crave after heinous vices and such pleas- 
ures as are not within the reach of 
others.

NEWARK’S NOVEL HOSPITAL. 


Fifteen Physicians Will Conduct It 
for Their Patients’ Use. 


(From The New York Sun.) 

A hospita] to be run on somewhat un- 
usual linés will be opened in Newark in 
a few days. Fifteen physicians have 
combined and propose to conduct an in- 
stitution where they may take their pa- 
tients and care for them’ themselves 
without the interference of other physi- 
clans, 

They and many others in the profes- 
sion often complain that when they send

their patients to any of the regularly 
established hospitals they have to sub- 
mit to the interference of the hospital 
physicians, sometimes with bad results. 
There igs much quiet faultfind:ing of this 
sort, it is said, which never gets to the 
public ears, professional ethics prevent- 


ng. 

So the fifteen Newark physicians have 
leased a three-story brick house at the 
corner of South Eighth street and Thir- 
teenth avenype. It contains eighteen 
rooms and the doctors have spent $1,500 
in fitting out these roms and $500 more 
in equipping it with 
plant. 

An organization has been formed, to 
be known as the Essex Private Hospital 
Association. An executive. committee, 
with Dr. William O. Bailey as chairman, 
is to conduct the affairs of the hospital. 
The physicians have already several pa- 
tients of their own to move into the in- 
stitution as soon as it is ready. 

The fifteen doctors do not intend to ad- 
mit only their own patients there, but 
will permit others of their profession to 
use the institution. Each doctor will 
take care of his own patients and in- 
struct the nurses how to care for them, 


just as if the patients were in their own 
| homes. 
The great advantage to the patients 
iwill be that they will receive hospital care 
with a first class operating room at 
hand, without having to change physi- 
cians. One of the great benefits to the 
Physicians will be that they will thus 
keep their patients, although not much 
iz being said about this. 
It sometimes happens that a physician, 
once his patient goes to a hospital, never 
fets the case again, nor any case in the 
family of that patient. From a business

which he could not hold simply because 
he was no _ longer brought in regular 
contact with the patient or his family. 

It is proposed to establish a training 
schoo] for nurses at this private hospital. 
The executive committee, composed en- 
tirely of physicians, will run the busi- 
ness end of the institution, as the fif- 
teen physicians are investing’ their 
money in the enterprise. 

This is the first hospital of its kind fn 
New Jersey and one of very few in the 
United States,

Speculative Wall Street Los 
Good Deal of Money, 


New England Spinners Are Now

New York, December 3.—(Special.)— 
Positive assurances were given this week 


by leading bankers that money wil; not 
become stringent at any time between 
now and the end of the year; also that 
there would be no turther cutflow of 
gold of any ccnsequence in the near fu- 
ture. This was intended to stimulate con- 
fidence in the security markets, which at 
the moment is the chief concern of bank- 
ers, most of whom eithér have personal 
motives for not wanting to check the 
rise in stocks, or who are identified with 
large railroads which must raise fresh 
capital in the near future by the sale of 
bonds, or will during the coming year be 
called on to extend or retire their floating 
debts, If, then, money does not advance 
much and no more gold goes out (except to 
Cuba), it will be because of the considera- 
tions above mentioned, and because 
Strong influence is brought to bear to pre- 
vent the occurrences noted. In this con- 
nection it is interesting-to watch the in- 
ér-relations between New York and for-

The shifting of deposits and loans from 
‘local banks to interior institutions and 
local trust companies, because call money 
ihas reached a profitable basis for the 
‘latter to invest their own funds, started 
‘a discussion as to how far New York 
‘banks have it In their power to control 
ithe money market. It was pointed out 
‘that, including their circulation, the local 
‘banks hold less than 15 per cent of the 
jtotal money in circulation in the United 
(States, from which estimate alone it is 
‘clear that New York's power over the 
‘money market is averrated. In proof of 
(New York's lack of control of the money 
market it was pointed out that during 
last summer, though call money here 
‘ruled around |! per cent for a long time, 
it seldom got below 3 per cent in other 
cities of this country. This difference, 
'{t was noted. is largely due to the habits 
of national banks in carrying a part of 
their reserves in -this city, which pays 
interest on such deposits of 2 per cent 
or more. In order to earn interest on 
such deposits the local banks must loan 
the money out for what thev will -bring. 
‘As has frequently been explained, New 
York banks frequently lose money ‘on 
these deposits, but keen compet'tton 
leads them to continue the practice, Now, 
the way in which interior banks contro! 
‘the money market is shown that the 
‘moment the demand for funds become at 
all brisk and rates threaten to advance, 
‘interior institutions quickly pull out thefr 
balances here and lend them direct, «so 
as to take advantage of the better rate. 
‘It follows that the greater the activity 
in trade the higher money rates gre 
likely to go at this center. because -of 
ithe practice mentioned.

In a few years his 
profiting was apparent to his brethren 
of the ministry and the laity, who canie 
‘o regard him as “mighty in the Scrip- 
tures.’’ but without the other gift of 
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EPORTS of the doings of the north 
R and south Georgia Methodist con- 

ferences bring to mind some pleas- 
ant reminiscences connected with promi- 
nent Methodist ministers who preached 
at a camp meeting during its session in 
Morgan county, near Madison, during 
the year 1837. : 

Although American Methodism was at 
that time the most compact ecclesiastical 
body in the new world, it was not as well 
armed with its conferences, missions and 
Epvrorth Leagues as it is today, yet it 
was a great power in the land. Four good 
old mep, Revs. Lovick Pierce, William 
J. Arnold, William Parks, James O, 
(afterwards bishop) Andrews, left their 
etrorg impress upon those times. 

I waat first to speak of Dr. Pierce. He 
had few equals and no superiors in the 
American pulpit. He had neither the 
thorough scholarship nor the analytical 
power of Stephen Olin. John Summerfield 
surpassed him greatly in the mere art 


of persuasiton and Bishop Bascombe ex- | 


celled him in the thunderous oratory 
that reminds one of an ocean swell. Yet 
as a preacher, in the Pauline acceptation 
of the term, ne was not a whit behind 
the chiefest of his contemporaries. This 
illustrious minister sprang from OoOb- 
scurity, and his educational] advantages 
were exceedingly limited. Despite this, 
however, he early reached the highest 
distinction as a preacher. It is true that 
he never attained to Episcopal honors, 
nor did he ever wield a commanding in- 
fluence in the general conference. Not 
less than Edmund Burke, he was ill- 
adapted to the leadership of deliberate 
assem biies. 

Next to his personal purity and thor- 
ough consecration to his ministerial work 
was his mastery of the Holy Scriptures. 
The Bible was the armory whence he 
drew the weapons, which, on many a 
hard fought field, were mighty to the 
pulling down of strongholds. We would 
not intimate that he was neglectful of 
polite literature. He was indeed familiar

Back of 
all this roughness of feature, there lay 
a kindly. heart and a Jarge generosity,

Oxford, he deserves a monument, to be 
erected, not by any single conference, 
but by the joint contributions of south- 
ern Methodism from California to Flor- 
ida.’’ 

Doctors Few and Longstreet. 

In my boyhood days I enjoyed the 
pleasure of an acquaintance with two ot 
the most notable members of the Georgia 
conference—Drs. Ignatus A. Few and 


Augustus B. Longstreet. The first namea 
was a native of Columbla county, a 
graduate of Princeton, a lawyer of spe. 


cial prominence at the Augusta bar, and 
until he reached the meridian of life, a 


thorough skeptic, whose conversion 
was largely due to the personal ministry 
of Rev. Joseph Travis. 

In his fortieth year he left the bar to 
enter the pulpit, where he made a repu- 
tation unsurpassed by any man of that 


period. He was the first president of 
Emory college. In honor of him one of 
the two literary societies was called the 
Few, and its hal] is embelHshed by ht: 
portrait. In front of that hall is a taste- 
ful monument erected by his “brethren 
of the mystic tie.” 

Judge Longstreet surrendered the 
judgeship for the ministry, pursuing the 
four years’ course-of study in the con- 
ference with marvelous success. He was. 
not only a great preacher, but in four | 
states—Georgia, Louisiana, Mississipp!l | 
and South Carolina—was president of | 
several leading colleges, state and eccle 
siastical.

The State Normal School. 

A rarely gifted wise man once de- 
clared that the education of the child 
should begin with the previous, gener- 
ation. It is equally true that it should 
begin with the proper training of the 
men and women who go in to teach 
the young idea. ) 

With this in view the State Normal 
school at Athens was established. Its 
purpose is to adequately equip those 
who wish to make teaching a profes-: 
sion, It seeks to put an end to the’ 
blind leading the blind, to those with 
a smattering of education training up 
youthful and inexperienced intellects 
in the ways they ought NOT to go. 

The day of the mountebank school 
teacher is past. The man who could 
the earth was round of fiat 
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with equal facility, according to the 
theories of the “deestrict school com- 
mittee,” is a gentleman now out of a 
job. The growth of the State Normal 
school promises encouraging things in 
the reduction of illiteracy ingGeorgtia. 

The State Normal school may or 
may not have been the chief factor in 
cutting down the illiteracy among the 
children of school age in Georgia dur- 
ing the past ten years, but the follow- 
ing figures from Commissioner of Ed- 
Ucation Merritt are significant: In 
1893 the total number of white chil- 
dren, between ten and eighteen, who 
were illiterate, was 35,638, or 11.3 of 
the total number of white children of 
school age. The colored illiteracy was 


27.2 per cent. The total school pop- 
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illiterates of school age numbered only 
13,589, or @ percentage of but 3.7 per 
cent, and the colered numbered 38,262, 
or a. percentage of 11.3, the total for 
both béing 7.8 of children of both 
races of school age. The school cen- 
sus in 1908 showed 708,133 students. 

‘The total illiteracy of the state in 
1893 among whites and blacks, includ- 
ing adults, was 40 per cent, while last 
year it was but 31 per cent, and the 
total population had increased ; 

Still this is a lamentable showing on 
the part of the greatest commonwealth 
in the south, and the efforts of the 
State Normal school to further cut it 
down should meet with enthusiastic 
support and universal approval. 

At its last session the legislature of 
Georgia appropriated $25,000 to the 
State Normal school, to become pay- 
able when a like amount was secured 
by private subscription. Through the 
open-hearted liberality of Mr. George 
Foster Peabody and James M. Smith, 
both of whom subscribed $10,000 each, 
four-fifths of fhe required sum is if 
sight, and there now remains but 
$5,000 to be raised before the hand- 
some and muchly needed sum of $50,- 
000 will be available. 

The amount is a mere bagatelle for 
the people of Georgia to subscribe, 
and should be forthcoming without 
trouble. Every section of the state 
derives benefit from the State Normal 
school, every county will feel the pro 
gressive impulse imparted by the in- 
fusion of better trained and more 
generously equipped teachers, and the 
advantage to the country school chil- 
dren in having cultured teachers, who 
can lead instead of drive them, along 
the pathway to knowledge, is bound 
to be of vast importance, 

Elsewhere in today’s issue The Con- 
stitution presents a picturesque and 
wonderfully interesting page story, 
giving the history of the school, its 
purpose and advantages, and the rare 
good it has accomplished in the cause 
of education in Georgia, despite the 
handicap of insufficient funds and piti- 
fully incomplete equipment. The ap- 
peal of the board of trustees of the 
school should be heard and answered. 
In its ten years’ history over 5,000 
students have matriculated at the 
State Normal school to prepare them- 
selves for their life work of teaching. 
Many have been turned away who 
could not be accommodated—284 last 
year and 140 so far this term. The 
vocation of the teacher is but slightly 
lower than that of the minister, and 
the loss to the country schools of 
the state of 324 earnest and zealous 
teachers is a loss indeed. 

The fact that such men as Joseph 
M. Smith, of. Reidsville; Joseph S. 
Davis, of Albany; 
Putnam; A. A. Carson, of Columbus; 
R. J. Guinn, of Atlanta; J. C. Beau- 
champ, of Williamson; N. A. Morris, 
of Marietta; R. E. Davison, of Wood- 
ville; F. C. Tate, of Jasper; i. B&B. 
Evans, of Augusta, and Charles Lane, 
of Helena, constitute the board of 
trustees, is an assurance to every 
Georgian that every contribution 
made toward the vitally necessary 
fund of $5,000, on which the payment 
of $45,000 already subscribed, is con- 
ditioned, is a guarantee that this fund 
will be directed into the proper chan- 
nels from which the greatest meed of 
good will be secured. 

The large cities and the richer 
counties of the state are amply able 
to take care of their own educational 
problem; it is the poorer and more 
Sparsely settled regions of Georgia 
that are most concerned in this move- 
ment, and it is for their welfare The 
Constitution makes this appeal. Yet, 
all are concerned in the development 
of an intelligent citizenship and the 
freeing of the state trom the incubus 
of illiteracy that is handicapping too 


many thousands of Georgia boys and 
girls. 


No man, not possessed with the gift 
of divination, would dare to prophesy 
the effect of an educational equip 
ment upon some uncouth and perhaps 
ungainly child of the hills, or some 
sturdy youth of the wiregrass, and its 
effect upon the future commercial and 
philanthropic work of the nation. 
Richard T. Wilson came from one, 
George Foster Peabody from the other, 
and James M. Smith from between. 

The common schools of 
should be the object of the most ac- 
tive and zealous attention on part 
of the state. The increase of educa- 
tional opportunities that will enable 
the boy and girl in the isolated coun: 
try districts of Georgia to break the 
bonds of illiteracy that bind them in 
darkness, the ability to do things with 
hand and brain, the generally awaken- 
ed faculties and enlarged interest that 
education gives, will lead them to im- 
prove their environments and derive 
a greater measure of return from the 
resources at their command, and thus 
contribute to the material wealth of 
the state and the individual advantage 
by making work more profitable and 
home life more attractive. 

The effective force for such a work 
is found in the continued increase of 
an intelligent and well equipped corps 
of country school teachers. 

This is the work the State Normal 
school has set out to accomplish, and 
in this effort they deserve the hearty 


encouragement of every citizen of the 
state,

But One Answer. 


Of course, there can be but one an- 
swer to these questions by any candid 
republican who does not seek to evade 
or becloud the issue. For in the prac- 
tice of social equality by many promi- 
nent in its ranks, in the ridicule and 
jeers now freely directed at the protests 
of the south against the practice by cer- 
tain persons of soctal equality, in the 
forcing of negro officeholders on the 
southern people, and in the utterance of 
the last Chicago platform, there is no 
room for possible doubt as to the attitude 
of the republican party on the negro 
question. It igs probable, now that the 4 
election is past, that the indignation and 
resentment of the south may cause an

| Mukden, December 3.—All day Friday 
‘Russian siege guns bombarded villages 
loceupied by the Japanese to the east of 
the railroad and early this morning to 
the west of the railroad, Don Cossacks 
routed the Japanese south of Lidiatoun 
and captured eight guns. This brilllant 
‘action, described by a Chinese, who 
dressed as a Cossack, participated in the 
attack, is as follows: 

“When volunteers were called for from 
two infantry regiments every man 
i stepped forward and the Cossacks in 
'chorus asked, not to be left behind when 
the little party was formed. The order 
iWas given to depart at 2 o’clock in the 
‘morning and all the men advanced with 
jextreme caution .and in dead silence, 
| sometimes crawling and sometimes run; 
ning. The party divided and attackeg 
ithe Japanese position from two sides. The 
|\Japanese were sound asleep and did not 
even have time to raise a cry before all 
was over. 

“Again we advanced and soon saw be- 
fore us the outlines of a battery. All 
ithe Japanese were asleep except sentries. 
/We encircled the battery and attacked 
from the rear. The Japanese had not 
expected such an audacious and sudden 
attack and when the Don Cossacks 
charged on a dead run followed by 
Chasseurs on foot, the Japanese were 
badly scared and unable to realize what 
‘Was happening. They rushed half dressed 
‘from their tents, only to be received by 
‘spears and bayonets. The fight lasted 
only a few minutes when the whole camp 
broke and fled in a wild panic, leaving 
eight guns in our hands. We had no 
losses, and only one man was élightly 
iwounded. The Japanese left at least 
fifteen dead and probably as many more 
ywounded.”’

figure. 

The announcement was followed by an- 
other sensational break in prices.. The de 
cline that has been in progress now for 
over a month and carried the market 
down from !! cents to 843 cents proved 
insufficient in the estimation of the trade 
to fully reflect the new condition of af-| 
fairs. and a crop of the size reported. 
There was undoubtedly a big short in- 
terest in the market, but in spite of cov- 
ering, prices declined nearly half a cent 
in less than half an hour of trading. 
January, which sold around 8.56 during 
the forenoon, was depressed to about 8.! 0, 
and o@er months suffering in like meas- 
ure. The market was very excited wie 
trading exceedingly active. 

The official close was barely steady at

The Population. 

Of course I don’t mean the population.

His home on the bay front is one of 
the few really attractive places in Colon. 
With the exception of this and a few 
other handsome homes in the vicinity, 
there is, as I have indicated, very little 
worth seelng in Célon proper. After 
going through the town we went down 
to Cristobal, which is in the canal zone 
and bears the relafion of suburb—a loca- 
tion—to Colon proper. Here is a fine 
palm grove in which are a large number 
of houses, large and small, erected for 
use of the officers and engineers of the 
French company; and back of these are 
many large ware houses containing ma- 
chinery of different kinds purchased by 
the French company to aid in the work 
of bleeding stockholders. Over at a dis- 
tance lies the opening of the canal. 

Many of these houses on Cristobal havs 
been put in good repair; the others are 
being put in shape as rapidly as possible. 
Among the latter is the spacious De- 
Lesseps home. In not many more weeks 
this American village will be alive with 
people and the work of construction will 
have been started in earnest.

3 IN LESS THAN TWO HOURS 


Description of the Trip 


by the Panama Railroad.

from Colon to Panama 


Panama, R. of P.—To how many Amer- 
leans has jt been their fortune to travel 
from tHe Atlantic to the Pacific in less 
than two hours? I made the trip today, 
and by an ordinary steam railroad, 
whose trains do not exceed a speed of 
30 milés an hour. 

Of ‘course there may be captious crit- 
ics who will insist that the map shows 
it» to be the Caribbean down here in- 
stéad of the Atlantic: but-as a matter 
of fact it is the same goodly body of 
water, and when I describe the trip as 
being from ocean to ocean, I am strictly 
within the facts. Some day in the fu- 
ture, say four hundred years or perhaps 
less, we may be able to make the jour- 
ney from New York to Frisco in two 
days or two hours—that is when wire- 
less, telegraphy is developed to a point 
that material bodies can be transmitted 
as easily as electric flashes, but I am 
afraid you and I will not be here to see 
it. So if you would make a cross-con- 


‘Right here a little geographical con- 
nundrum: What direction is Panama, 
ion the Pacific side, from Colon on the 
Atlantic side? West? If you think 80, 
look at your map. As a matter of fact, 
Panama is farther east than Colon. This 
merely by way of diversion. 
Panama Road a Good One. 

The Panama railroad is an excellent 
one. The distance from end to end is 
47 miles. The rolling stock—engines and 
ecars—are modern, comfortable, clean and 
of American construction. The roadbed 
throughout its entire length is as weil 
ballasted as anybody's line in tke States. 
It runs through a picturesque country, 
with beautiful green hills rolling away 
on either side during the greater part of 
its path. Of the many things that have 
surprised most of the members of tuis 
congressional party this is perhaps the 
most surprising. 

People who live at the north are in- 
clined to look upon all that section of 
our own country south of the fictional 
Mason and Dixon line as tropical. And 
when they think of the tropics they see 
nothing but lands with dense under- 
growth of noxivus plants from which al- 


reckless profusion. Most of those who 
came for this personal inspection of the 
Isthmus of Panama expected to find the 
country one vast swamp, with the possi- 
ble exception of such portion as was O0c~- 
cupled by bleak and forbidding moun- 
tains. 
bates in congress tended to produce this 
opinion. Everything they saw today 
tended to dispel that opinion. 

Wealth of Tropical Vegetation. 

Luxuriant. tropical vegetation there is, 
and a great plenty of it. On all sides 
there are to be seen palms of all kinds— 
royal palms and cocoanut palms and date 
palms and bastard palms—banana plants 
in greatest numbers, the graceful bam- 
boo, out of which the Jap and the Fil- 
ipino make so much, but which seems 
little used here; mango trees, the bril- 
liant hybiscus and poincetta and many 
huge flowers of various descriptions, 
which are never found back home save 
in the hot houses, and all those other 


‘trees and plants familiar in the descrip- 


tions of the tropics; of swamp lands 
of its distance the country through 
which the railroad runs is of the kind 
topographers call gently rolling. 

The highest point on the line of the 
railroad is 260 feet above the sea level. 
Change the character of the follage and 
we might have been running through 
any of the middle western states, where 
there are no high mountains and no 
great deserts, but only rich valleys be- 
tween hills of moderate size. Having 
had the good fortune of earlier experi- 
ence in the tropics, I had none of the 
exaggerated anticipations of some of 
the others; but. in 
eriticisms hurled at the Panama coun- 
try when the Nicaragua route was still 
a thing possible, I was greatly surprised 
at what seem to me the comparatively 
simple problems which this country pre- 
sents in relation to the canal problem. 

But it is too early to fly. at conclusions, 
good or bad. We have had but a sur- 
face view of things so far. Any judg- 
ment formed on such short acquaintance 
would necessarily be of little value. But 
the facts from which we must draw our 
conclusions may be of Interest. 

The Start for Panama City. 

We left Colon in a special train at 7:50 
this morning. It was raining about as 
hard as is can rain anywhere at any 
time. But after he had run _ out 
a few miles the clouds began to 
break, and before we got to the end of 
our journey the sun was shining brightly 
and all was well. 

Running out through Cristobal, where 
the canal headquartera for the Colon end 
have been and will be, we passed within 
hailing distance of the end of the canal as 
it now stands. We rushed along over 
level ground flanked by swanip land‘for a 
few miles. A notable feature of the veg- 
etation during the first few miles was a 
wooklike plant with a brownish purple top 
which is said to grow at no other place 
on this side of the world. This is papyrus, 
the genuine stuff as it grows in Egypt. 
It is found in a space covering 3 or 4 
miles—nowhere else. Nobody is able to 
account for its presence here. 

At a little station called Gatun we had 
our first sight of the Chagres river, which 
bears such important relationship to the 
canal enterprise. It is a muddy stream, 
not as wide at this point as the Chatta- 
hoochee at West Point, and no more for- 
bidding. There has been steady rain 
throughout this section for several months 
now, and we are getting toward the end 
of the rainy season, but at none of the 
several places’ along the. road at which 
we saw the river was there any indica- 
ition’ of its being the raging terror it has 
been depicted. [It is-just a plain, every- 
day river to all appearances, and while 
it has at times shown a tendency to 
sweep things before it, the records show 
it is no more serious a body of water, 
from an engineering standpoint, than any 
one of the fifty rivers—l was going to 
@ay five hundred, but that might be exag

‘There Are Many Difficulties To Be Met But the 


Congressmen Are Confident That Work 
on the Canal Will Be Pushed. 


formation necessary for intelligent legis- 
lation with reference to the administra- 
tion of the canal zone and the conduct 
of the great work of construction, The 
incentives inspiring the visit are clearly 
set forth in the following statement 
which Colonel Hephurn, chairman, dic- 
tated to me for use in the New Orleans 
newspapers: 

“The visit of the committee on inter- 
State and forgign commerce of the nouse 
to the canal zone was one of business. 
At the last session of congress thu com- 


‘“stangled alligator.” Farther on we 
came to Matachin, meaning ‘‘murdered 
Chinaman.” 

At Bohio (Bujia) we saw the point where 
the Bohio dam is to be constructed—if it 
ever is. In all likelihood the American 
engineers will finally adopt plans doing 
away with this feature of the work. In 
the days of the °49 rush to California 
when most of the gold seekers from the 
eastern states came by the isthmus, they 
went by boats up this river to a point 
called Gorgona, about 15 miles from Pan- 
ama, making the rest of the journey 
across the isthmus by pack train. Farther 
up we crossed the Chagres. Here it is 
smaller and looks even more innocent than 
'on first acquaintance farther down. 

American Civilization, 

The splendor of the tropical vegetation 
‘along both sides of the railroad and as 
|far back as one can see is entrancing; 
‘the periodic views of native life afforded 
/by the little stations were hardly so in- 
teresting. At the stations along the zone, 
ithe principal building usually files an 
American flag. Over the door is a sign 
‘in English and Spanish indicating the 
building to be headquartrs of the zone 
|police. In the larger villages there are 
'Small ghops of various kinds, always sev- 
}eral at which some rum concoction or 
|} other is sold; at the smaller stations the 
‘others may be missing, but the rum shop 
is sure to be there./ In all these zone sta- 
| tions, almost the entire population is ne- 
8ro. As in the Philippines, the women 
of the poorer classes are often seen puffing 
|away on a great fat cigar. The men 
'smoke cigarettes. 
| The nearest sight we had of the canal 
|bed was at a point where the outline is 
ishown, but scaréely more. This is near 
{the railroad, and while this was doubt- 
iless pictured by the enthusiastic pro- 
'moters of the French company ag evi- 
|dence of much work acomplished, in real- 
‘ity the ground was scarcely scratched.

Oamp Elliott it ig called after the com- 
mandant of the corps.

When the marines first 
came more than a year ago they found 
that hill so completely covered with 
tropical plamts that a number of the old 
buildings there were hidden. Trees were 
growing through the roofs of some of 
them. The men went to work to Clear 
up the hill and put the houses in order, 
and now it is @bout as pretty a place 
for headquarters of troops as anvbody 
could desire. There are four humnired 
marines here under command of Major 
LaJeune, a Iouisiana man. These men 
have been here for more than a year. 
There has been not a single death; no 
men have had to be sent home ebdcause 
of illness contracted here: just now there 
is not a single man of this comman) in 
the hosnifal. How is ffiat of a health 
record infthe country generally regarded 
as the mp it ia in the world? 


Of course. it is due to the exercise of 
the strictest military discipline. The men 
are made to toke care of themselves. 
They must be in bed by 9:30 each night; 
they must keep away from the groggeries 
in which a quart of rum can be bought 
for 30 cents; they must keep themselves 
clean. Under this regime, Camp Elliott 
has proved a most excellent anri health- 
ful station. The men play baseball and 
football out in the open sun of the after- 
noons and are none the worse for it. 
They have done a lot of exploration of 
the paths and trails of the interior with- 
out injury to the health of them. The 
marine officers who have been here dur- 
img the entire period say the only draw- 
back to the station ig the monotony of 
the life. 

The Culebra cut fs 33 miles from Colon 
ami 14 mfles from Panama. The high- 
est point on the railroad line is 290 feet, 
the steepest grade 60 feet. 


Pure Water for Panama. 


The run down ¢rom the Culebra station 
shows no material change in the general 
conditions from other portions of the 
ime. An interesting point is the cross- 
ing of the Rio Grande at a point where 
the American engineers are now engaged 
in building a great reservoir for the pur- 
pose of supplying the city of Panama 
with pure water, This work is being 
conducted on a large acale. Under the 
terms of the treaty, the Americans agree 
to look after the health of Panama, and, 
of course, the first step is an adequate 
supply of good clear water. 

At the little station there fs one point 
of interest. This is the bridge under 
which the road runs just before the 
Panama station is reached. Here, it is 
explained, more than 6800 of the best 
young men of were killed in the 
revolution of three years ago. They were 
of the liberal party. The government 
had rapid fre guns here and on another 
point overlook the road. The liberal 
forces charged t bravely with noth- 
ing but their:swords. They were mowed 
down like chaff. Over one-third of the 
literal forces wag killed outright.

Movements of the Visitors. 

The party saw everything there is to 
be seen on the isthmus. Arriving at Co- 
ton, it was met by Unit@i States Min- 
ister Barrett and General Davis, member 
of the canal commission and governor of 
the canal zone. 

The first day was spent in inspection 
of Colon amd its environs. The Carib- 
bean terminus of the canal under the old 
plans, and any that may finally be 
adopted, is at Colon, not in the town 
itself, but about 2 miles away. The ca- 
nal zone or strip is separated from the 
city of Colon by only an imaginary line. 
On the zone there are many houses, office 
buildings of the old .company and resi- 
dence buildings, that to all appearances 
are in Colon. <A street marks the divid- 
ing line. ._This canal town is called Cris- 
tobal, and as I will show, it serves to 
produce some of those bones of conten- 
tion between the republic of Panama and 
the United States government which Sec- 
retary of War Taft has gone to straight- 
en out. 

Secretary Taft. reached Colon the 
morning of the day our party left there. 
His visit and that of the committee 
were for entirely different purposes, he 
going under executive orders to confer 
with the officials of the Panaman govern- 
ment with a view to removing poss{bili- 
ties of friction over the asiministration of 
the territory which is within the confines 
of the republic of Panama and yet for 
canal purposes belongs to the United 
States.

Nabama's Attorney General Files 
Heary Litigation in Baltimore 


= 


Continental Trust Company and 
Seaboard Air Line Are Asked 
for Several Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars for Record 
Fees and Damages. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 3.—(Spe- 
clal.)—-The attorney general of Alabama 
has brought suit in the superior court 
of Baltimore against the Continental 
Trust Company and the Seaboard Air 
Line railway for $112,500, with damage 
claims of over $100,000, in addition, .al- 
leged to be due on a record of a deed 
of trust filed in the state August /4, 
i903, by the Continental company to 
cover an isue of bonds of $75,000,000, 
4 per cent, by the Seaboard. 

The suit was brought on the order 
of the governor. 

Two-thirds of the amount is claimed 
by the state and one-third by Russell 
county, from which the first notice of 
failure to pay the fees came. From the 
allegation, the deed of trust comes within 
the mortgage section of the revenue 
laws, which stipulate that fees shall be 
paid for the record of eve}y paper of 
the kind. 

There is also an allowance for fees 
and interest. The deed of trust was ge- 
corded in (Russell, Montgomery, Macon 
and Bullock counties. 

Attention was called to the neglect to 
pay fees by Judge Benton, of Russell 
ccunty, and the attorney general took it 
up With the governor, who ordered him 
to go to Baltimore 4t once. 

After looking into“the facts, it was 

found that the deed came within the 
law, and the state was legally enti- 
tled to the fees, whereupon Gans & 
Haman, attorneys, of Baltimore, were 
|ordered to bring ‘Suit at once 
The claime made in detail are as fol-

RANTLEY SAYS - 


Believes Congress Will Only 
Pass Appropriation 
Bills. 


Brunswick, Gia., December $,--(Special.) 
C W. G Brantley, of the 
eleventh district, left tonight for Wash- 
ington. Before leaving the city he was 
seen by The Constitution’s correspondent, 
and speaking of matters expected to 
come up at the present session, he said: 

I do not anticipate any general legis- 
lation of any very great importance out- 
side of the appropriation bills at the ap- 
proaching short session of congress, The 
some appropriation bills that are passed 
at the long session have to be passed at 
the short session, and the time will be 
too limited to tramsact much other busi- 
ness. 

I look to see the ‘‘stand patters’’ In the 
republican party win out against the 
effort that ig being made to revise the 
tariff. The logic of the situation is with 
them. The republican praty Was over- 
whelmingly returned to power on the 
present tariff. 

It ig greatly to be desirad that the 
president modify or recede from Ris pro- 
nounced position on the race pfoblem 
in the south, as manifested in his utter- 
ances heretofore and in the appointments 
he has made. I have seen absolutely 
nothing, however, emamating directly or 
indirectly from him that he will do s0. 

Psunswick Harbor Improvements. 

There are many matters of local in- 
terest to be disposed of at the approach- 
ing session. Brunswick, under the rules 
governing such matters, is not entitled 
to amy appropriation for improvements 
of the inner harbor, or the outer hanbor. 
The only appropriation we cam ask for 
for this purpose is for maintenance. The 
district engineer estimated $40,000 for 
this purpose, but the chief of engineers, 
most unfortunately, and as I think most 
unwisely, has reduced this estimate to 
$16,000, and has recommended to con- 
@ress that this latter amount is suffi- 
cient. I hope to see provision made for 
@ survey to obtaim 30 feet of Water in 
the harbor and on the bar, 

It has been estimated that the Clubb 
and Plantation creek canal will cost $40,- 
700, amd the chief of engineers has rec- 


ted for this purpose. I hope the oppo- 
sition heretofore manifested against this 
canal has abated and that we «an get 
the appropriation without serious diffi- 
culty.

BY EDITOR DANIS 


— 


Negro Collector Condemned by 
Une of His Own Race 


Charged with Publishing Slander 
in Boston He Would Now Dare 
Utter at Home—Seeks To 
Promote Better Feeling 
Between the Races. 


The Atlanta Independent, a negro pa- 
per which has won the respect of the 
community by its fair dealings and its 
evident desire to promote goed feeling 
between the races by adherence to truth 
and by eschewing prejudice and rancor, 
publishes in its last issue an editorial 
condemnatian of those who seek to 
pervert facts for political ends. 

The Independent, which is naturally 
republican in politics, is edited by B. 
J. Davis, and its business manager is 
A. Graves. Editor Davis, notwithstand- 
ing his political sentiments, has more 
than once come to the frent with edl- 
torial] denunciation of the metheds of the 
political negro, which he does not con- 
sider calculated at all times to premote 
the best of feeling, such as he thinks 
should exist between the white and col- 
creq people. His utterances have been 
taken as an expression of the views of 
the better element among the negroes, 
and this attitude, it is understood, has 
been generally indorsed by them. 

The editorial in question deals with a 
statement from Collector of Internal nev- 
enue H. A. Rucker, published in The 
Boston Colored Citizen, and in this Edl- 
tor Davis charges Rucker with uttering 
‘a slander in Boston against his neigh- 
bors that he dare.not utter at home.” 

Chief criticism is made ef Rucker’s 
statement that the election of Parker 
end Davis would have been regarded as 
an indorsement of the Statesboro horror. 
Everybody knows that the people of 
Georgia, no more than do the ‘people of 
Massachusetts indorse the action 
of the mob at Statesboro, but on the 
cther hand have nothing but censure and 
condemnation of those who were respon- 
sible for it. 

This point and others Editor Davis 
Lrings out strongly in The Independent's 
editorial. 


‘What the Paper Says. 
The following editorial from The Inde- 
pendent will be read with interest: 
“We love manhood and hate cowardice; 
we love truth ang have no respect for 
the disseminator of false and misrepre 
sentation. We cannot persuade ourselves 


to respect the coward who would utter 


a slander in Boston against his neigh- 
bots that he dare not utter at home. 
Above all things, let us have the mora! 
courage fo discuss conditions as they 
exist at home in truth and fairness. A 
few days before the election The Boston 
Colored Citizen asked colored men 
throughout the country to give reasons 
why the negro should support Roosevelt 
and Fairbanks. Prominent among thosd 
questioned were Settles, Vance, Rucker 
and Barnett. As a rule, the answers 
were sané and conservative. The ex- 
ception was Mr. Rucker’s ‘multitudious’ 
reasons, as ‘he styled them. Among the

The 
highest number written by one person 
‘was 19; the lowest was two. Five re- 
publican ballots were written by one per- 
gon. The other (fifty-two ballots on 
which the expert noted similarity of 
handwriting were demotratic. 

“Tt ds evident that two kinds of ink 
‘were used in the writing of the ballots,”’ 
satd Mr. King. ‘‘Whether this was oc- 
casioned ‘by two different kinds being fur- 
mished by the election commission, or 
whether certain ballots were written out- 
side the booths, I am unable to say.” 

It is the genera] belief among the at- 
torneys who have followed the contempt 
proceedimes closely that the result of the 
discoveries made by the court will be to 
bring the ballot box of every precinct, 
where contempt is charged, into court for 
;examimation. There are six more pre- 
cincts in which election officials were 
awaiting trail for contempt. 

An adjournment was taken unti] Mon- 
day to give Witness King an opportunity 
to complete the examination of the bal- 
lots. Mortimer M. Hatch, an expert em- 
ployed by the democrats, will examine 
the writimg on the ballots with Mr. King.

If the railroads running into Atlanta 
do not cease entering freight trains, other 
than those carrying live stock and per- 
ishable goods, on the Sabbath, the Geor- 
gia Federation of Labor, it is said, will 
force a fight in the courts. 

The code of the city of Atlanta and 
that of the state of Georgia state em- 
phatically that the railroads shall enter 
Atianta and Georgia respectively on the 
Sabbath day at their own risk of being 
punished. 

For the past three days, W. C. Puckett, 
secretary of the Georgia Federation of 
Labor, has been mailing letters to the 
yardmasters of the several roads coming 
into Atlanta, stating that violation of

He said that as he his two 
brothers and Cates were crossing the 
Peters street viaduct, a derringer, which 
he had in his pocket, slipped out, fell | 
to the ground, and was discharged, the 
bullet striking Cates in the right breast. 


Ed Calloway’s Story. 

After T. F. Calloway tad been taken 
to the poiice station, Jim Calloway, Ed 
Calloway, Will Barnes, and Claude 
Barnes, all of whom were present at the 
shooting, came to the police station. 

Ed Calloway told a different story of 
the occurrence, He said that T. F. Callo- 
way and Cates had bought a bottle of 
wine and Calloway was taking it home. 
Cates insisted, according to the state- 
ment of Ed Calloway, on opening the 
bottle and drinking it on the streets. Toa 
this Calloway would not agree, and fin- 
ally Cates snatched the pottle from his 
arms and carried it to Jim Calloway, 
who dropped it to the ground, breakm 
mw 3h, 

Ed Calloway stated that both T. F. 
Calloway and Cates had been drinking, 
and when the accident occurred Cates 
turned around. and ran at T. F. Callo- 
way with an open knife. Calloway, ac- 
coring to his brother, drew his gun and 
fired, Cates falling to the ground, Ed 
Calloway did not know whether his 
brother intended fo shoot Cates or 
simply wished to scare him. 

T. F. Calloway was theld at the polfte 
station, charged with intent to murder.

Farmers throughout this section now 
resemble in the aggregate a patch of 
Italian sky. They are still blue, and 
are liable t stay so as long as the market 
price of cotton continues to make such 
slumps as it did today. 

As told in The Constitution of yester- 
day’s issue, many of the farmers mar- 
keting their cotton in Macon attribute 
this decline to the prediction made that 
the cotton crop for this year will be over 
12,000,000 bales. Now. comes the govern- 
ment report in today’s papers estimating 
that the total production of cotton in 
the United tSates for 1904 will be 12,- 
162,000 bales. The sudden fal] in the 
market price of 50 points, or I-2 a cent, 
today justifies the fear of the farmers 
around here that a prediction of the kind 
would have a bearish effect. 

Intoxicated with the high price of cot- 
ton that has’ prevailed so far, many 
farmerg have held their cotton with the 
expectation that prices would continue to 
rise. The fall in prices, produced bv the 
returns made to the chief of the bifreau 
of statistics, department of agriculture, 
is the cause of much disappointment and 
the prevailing expression on the @aces 
of the farmerg is not in the least cheer-

Mine Guarded by Troops and Ma- 
chine Guns, but Mimers Say 
That No One Wants To 
Attack Plant—Reports 

of Clashes Not True. 


Doquoin, llls., December 3.—After sev- 
eral months of labor trouble at the 
Leiter mines in the town of Zeigler, dur- 
ing which many reports of active skir- 
mishing have emanated from the rival 
camps, the situation there is one of the 
most peculiar in the history of recent 
lalfr disturbances. It is stated by dis- 
interested persons, living near Zeigler, 
that firing has been heard nearly every 
night for several weeks in the vicinity 
of the stockade surrounding Zeigler and 
from the pump house, located et some 
distance from the town. 

After a thorough investigation, how- 
ever, staff correspondents of St. Louis 
newspapers declare that they have been 
unable to find any marks of bullets either 
on the stockade or at the pump house. 

No One Wounded. 

Reports sent out from’ surrounding 
towns that miners and strikers have 
been wounded have proved, upon investi- 
gation, to have been incorrect.

“Our employees have been reduced to 
le state of terror by the bushwhacking 
which has become a nightly occurence. 
Our stockade and our property has been 
fired upon repeatedly, and there has been 
one murder which I[ have no hesitancy 
in saying was the work of union miners 
on strike, and in accordance with the 
plans of the organization which holds 
control over the strikers. On some nights 
hundreds of shots have been fired from 
the surrounding woods. 

“The rapid fire guns lve replied when 
of the attackers could be 
fopnd. We appealed to the sheriff of 
this county for protection and two com- 
panies of militia came in response to 
his request for help. There is every 
reason, from the standpoint of justice 
and law, for the bringing of the troops.”’

SA G. CANDLER, who spoke so 

entertainingly and practically on

In his 
interview Mr. Candler was for the 
spreading of the great spirit of Atlanta 
to all parts of the country, while at the 
same time he showed how very much hada 
been accomplished for the best interests 
of the Gate City through the praise and 
advertisiing by all those who make this 
eity their home, 

“J never saw a city like Atlanta or peo- 
ple like Atlantans,"” began Mr. Candler in 
his private office, ‘“‘whenever there is an 
Atlantan tn the crowd, no matter how 
far from Georgia you may be, that A®> 
lantan will make himself heard and his 
text will always be something about his 
own city. 

‘‘And also I want to say that Atlanta 
is most fortunate In the personnel of her 
traveling salesmen, They are not only 
polite and of pleasant address, but they 
preach the spirit of Atlanta to the fur- 
thermost ends of ghe earth. I have heard 
them many times when sitting around 
the hotel in some far away town or city 
talking about matters, when some one in 
the party would have something unpleas- 
ant to say about some particular city. 
That man would not be an Atlantan. The 
Atlantan its always too busy talking up 
his own city to have any time to run 
down any other town. I think that ig 
one réason why he 1s so popular all over 
the country. 

“Of course, it has come to be a byword 
all over the land that there is nothing 
in all the world for an Atlantan like 
Atlanta, and this has been done in such 
a way that it certainly has helped to 
bulld up this great city. Every one has 
implicit confidence in her. future. The 
women and children hgve the spirit just 
the same as have their fathers and broth- 
ers, and I’ll tell you what fs a fact, even 
ithe niggers have the feeling that there 
‘is no place like Atlanta. It’s in the alr, 
and it's epidemic all of the time, and it 
spreads all over the country, and there 
is simply no estimating the influence and 
' benefit that it carries In its wake. 
| Was Not Always So. 

‘Yt was not always so. I remember a 
good many years ago I came through At- 
lanta on my way to serve my appren- 
ticeship as a druggist, and a man from 
Boston was digging a great hole in thg 
ground for a very large hotel. Every- 
body said he was throwing his money 
away, as Atlanta could never support 
such an establishment. That’s the way 
they talked about big enterprises then. 
Well, the man from Boston made a great 
deal of money out of the Kimball, and 
when it burned down he built a still 
larger and more expensive hotel. 

“Everything has changed very much 
since thein. Some time ago I started 
to build a seventeen-story building at a 
cost of about $1,000,000. Did people 
say that I was throwing my money away, 
and that I was building too big for At- 
lanta? They. did not. They said I was 
doing just right, and that the investment 
would be a good one. ‘You are building 
just in time,’ they said, and as I felt 
the same way about it, I_ kept on builds 
ing. But’ it’ just shows that you can’t 
do things too big for Atlanta ngw, and 
that all of the people feel the same way 
about it. 

“and when I sald a few minutes ago 
that the representatives of Atlanta houses 
were. carrying the Atlanta spirit to the 
ends of the earth I meant it literally as 
well as figuratively. There are business 
houses in the city now that have repre- 
sentatives in all partg of the United 
States, and we have manufacturers that 
are sending bags to the orient and all of 
ithe Russias. Its the same way with oth- 
‘er interests, and the Atlanta made arti- 
cle and the Atlanta epirit are going hand 
in hand from the tropics of Central and 
South America to the snows of upper 
Scandinavia. 

Suggested City Appropriation. 

“at the dinner of the chamber of com- 
merce I suggested that a certain amount 
be set aside to be used for the purpose 
of regularly advertising Atlanta, and that 
‘this sum be placed in the hands of some 
i'municipal department, or in the hands 
lof the chamber of commerce to be used 
‘for the purpose of further advertising to 
ithe worki what we are, and what we are 
‘doing. I feel sure that every Atlanta 
cama would appreciate this kind of 
|work, and that the benefits that would 
accrue would make it a profitable invest- 
lment for everyone. At the dinner it was 
\stated that direct .vesults had already 
ibeen received from the judicious expen- 
diture for advertising at the worlds fair 
‘in St, Louis, and I feel certain that this 
| would continue to be the case if a reg- 
ular amount was expended each year, 

‘We could have some very attractive 
books printed advertising just the things 
that are here and the natural advantages. 
Why just think of it, we are so immune 
to cholera and yellow fever -that we 
ithrow open our doors to those of less 
fortunate cities. Then think of our po- 
‘sition ‘geographically and commercially. 
We are the great junction point for 
‘everything coming and going in the 
‘south, and the very center of commerce. 
General Sherman was a very wise man, 
and he recognized Atlanta as the atrat- 
egic point and center of.all things, as 
'was proved by his telegram saying he 
‘had captured the capital of the confeder- 
‘acy. He \saw the future of Atlanta even 
lat that time, and that was before all of 
ithe big railroad systems had come {n to 
make it the Chicago of the south, 

General Sherman’s Prophecy. 

“Well, what General Sherman believed 
at that time has come to be more than 
true, and now Is the time for investment 
‘in Atlanta to my mind, for with the open- 
ing of the Panama canal Atlanta will be 
more benefitted than any other city with 
‘the possible exception of New Orleans. 
I know that there are other coast cities, 
but they are not big’ enough to’ handle 
the tremendous trade that is going to 
develop, and while Atlanta is an inland 
city she reaches in every direction with 
the largest rdfiroads of the south, and it 
will be to Atlanta and from Atlanta that 
this heavy trade will go and come. 

“Then think of what will be opened to 
Atlanta manufacturers in South America 
,and the Far East with the completion of 
\the canal. It will mean that the cottdn 
mills of this section and the entire south 
will be hurrying their goods into Atlanta 
for the foreign markets through Atlanta.

KILLING STORY

Caused Farmer's Death, 


for Scene of Crime, as There Is 
Great Excitement and Fears 


of Lynching Are En- 
tertained. 


Augusta, Ga., December 3.—Guy Reid 


and John Butler, negroes, at Thomson, 
today confessed to the murder of R. G. 
Story, a prominent planter whose body 
was found in a swamp yesterday. 

They said they killed him because he 
would not let them ieave the cotton 
field Wednesday to attend a funeral.

Thomson, Ga., December 3.—(Special.)— 
Thomson has been in a state of excite- 
ment today ever the murder of R. G. 
Story, whose body was found in his 
field in a fHiorribly mutilated condition, 
and the arrest and confession of the 
murderera, two negro boye about twenty 
years old, John Butler and Guy weid. 

For a time it looked as if summary 
punishment would be inflicted by an out- 
raged citizenry, but cooler judgment pre- 
vyalled and at this hour, eight p. m., the 
crowd is rapidly dispersing for their 
homes, 

Judge Hammond arrived at four e’clock, 
and after making an investigation, or- 
dered a special term of court to try the 
defendantg next Tuesday, The sheriff of 
McDuffie will hold them in the jail at 
this place until the trial, 

The father and brothers of the mur- 
dered Man requested that the law be al- 
lowed to take its course. 

A mass meeting of the citizens was 
held this afternoon, presided over by

Of Carnegie Library 


OW has it happened that the 

largest and most attractive fire- 

side in our whole city, built for 
our children, hay been neglected by Santa 
Claus? Can it be possible that he has 
never heard of it? Have the children 
never written him any ietters, telling 
him of the many hooks they need? 
Over this beautiful fireplace, around 
which cluster Frost’s beautiful Uncle 
Remus pictures, are written in letters 
of gold the charming lines of that child- 
lover, Robert Louis Stevenson: 


“The world is so full of a number of 
things 

What I think we should all be ag happy 
as kings.’’ 


The void, unfurnished bookshelves, 
where children’s books shovld amply 
ccmplete the promise of the fireplace, in- 
clines one to drop into poetry after the 
manner of Stevenson: 


“The world is so full of a number of 
books 

That I think it a shame how our library 
looks.”* 


The absolute fact is that the chil- 
dren's department of the Carnegie li- 
trary is practicaly without books, for 
little aecount can be taken of the few 
which chubby little hands have worn into 
fragments 

The City Federation of Clubs. repre- 
senting 5,000 of Atlanta’s big-hearted, 
charitable women, mush impressed with 
the importance of a good library for 
Atlanta children, have undertaken to col- 
Iect as my books as possible as a 
Christmas Mherins, and there are 4,000 
eager little readers clamoring for books, 
and they want as many books as there 
are children—as many books as there are 
bricks in the big chimney—that with 
them they may help to build charao- 
ter. 

What the federation asks is that all 
who are interested in the welfare of our 
children (and who is not?) will bear 
this matter in mind. In almost every 
home many juvenile books can, doubt- 
less, be found, which have been out- 
grown, and thrown aside, or stored in 
the attic with “the little toy dog that 
is covered with dust.”” In some cases 
the little hands which once turned 
their pages are no more, and what 
a splendid thing it would be if these 
books could be transferred to the empty 
_ @helves of the library.

How “Tess’’ Game to be Written. 
‘Mr James MacArthur tells tn the 
“Books and Bookmen'’’ department of 
current Harper's Weekly the story of 
how Thomas Hardy’s most famous nov- 
el, ‘“Tess,”’ ‘came to be written. ‘'Tess’ 
had its inception in an actual experience 
of Mr. Hardy’s boyhood. When Hardy 
was a youth he knew a woman who, 
with her husband, kept aninn. She was 
a good woman, but her husband was a 
dissipated scoundrel, who was unfaith- 
ful to her. One day she discovered him 
in circumstances which so enarged her 
that she stabbed him to death. She was 
tried, convicted, and condemned to death. 
Hardy, with a boy friend, witnessed the 
hanging, from a tree that overlooked the 
yard in which the gallows stood. The 
scene impressed itself indelibly on Har- 
dy’s memory, and the tragedy, with the 
domestic story that led up to it, provid- 
ed the Inspifation and some of the mat- 
ter for “Tess of the D’ Urberv..es.” 


The Extraordinary Career of ‘Ben 
Hur.”’ 

The . serious illness of General Lew 
Wallace, author of ‘‘Ben-Hur,” brings 
freshly to the mind the extraordinary 
career of tiils novel. Published by the 
Harpers on November 12, 1880, the book 
for the first year of its existence showed 
no signs of popularity, nor did its sale 
improve much in the second year, Then 
it began to grow, and has grown steadily 
until now, twenty-four years after its 
first appearance, the sale is greater than 
it has ever been. The book succeeded 
on its own merits, and made its way 
not only with the American public, but 
with the people of many other coun- 
tries {in whfth foreign translations have 
been printed. Furthermore, and what ic 
very remarkable in the history of this 
novel,it his never been issued in a cheap 
edition. - Fourteen luxurious editions of 
the book have been published from time 
to time by the Harpers, but never a 
cheap one, as in the case of “Uncle 
Tom's Cadin,” the sale of which was, of 
course, greatly expanded by the circum- 
stances under which it was published, 
many thousand copies having been is- 
sued in paper as a tract. No edition of 
wen-Hur’’ cheaper than the regular 
$1.50 form in which it was first pub- 
lished has ever been made. It is esti- 
mated that the book has now sold well 
on to a million copies; and the royalties 
from it, and from the play founded on it, 
have made General Wallace a rich man. 
And every -indication points to its con- 
tinueg popularity for years to come, 
It fs interesting to note that of the other 
novels published contemporaneously with 
“Ben-Hur,’”’ those that have kept aliva 
until now—with the exception of the 
works of Mark Twain and W. D. How- 
ells—could be counted on the fingers of 
one hand. ‘'Ben-Hur’ has gurvived by 
reason of its own intrinsic charm as a 
story, and the remarkable firmness of 


\its workmanship, upon which the author 


expended patient and loving care. It is 
probably the most widely read novel of 
modern days, and it has been said that

St. Paul’s college was founded about 


eighteen years ago by the Rev. H. S. 
Jenanian, through the help of the late 
Mr. Elliott Sheppard. During the last 
ten years Dr. Thomas D. Christie has 
been president of this college. Dr. Chis- 


tie is a man of great enthusiasm and | 


energy. Though he is now about sixty 
vears of age, yet he is rugged in body 
and mind. Under ‘tis presidency the col- 
lege has progressed greatly and the ma- 
jority of the graduates are studying in 
the theological seminaries. 

The 150 students in the college are 
living in a spiritual atmosphere. ‘ney 
have their prayer meetings and other 
religious services. ‘There are four pro- 
fessors and seven assistant teachers. 
Some of the professors have graduated 
from theological seminaries, one of them 
being a graduate of Princeton. At va- 
cation time, these students return to 
their homes and preach the gospel 
their countrymen. 

In ancient times there was a great 
university in Tarsus which scattered all 
through the then known world light and 
life and wisdom. The first missionary 
who was sent to Europe was from Tar- 
sus, and he was St. Paul. If, then, we 
are all debtors to this ancient city, we 
should certainly be eager to establish 
more firmly Christianity there and aid 
this college, In order that we may re- 
pay, in part at least, our debt to this 
old time seat of gospel culture and learn- 
ing.

W. A. Candler is one of the great works 
of modern writing.

Of the University of Wisconsin, formerly 
of the University of Georgia, 
S a Georgian who, while traveling 
A afar and working at many unl- 
versities, has ever kept his own 
state and people foremost in his affec- 
tion and study, I take great pleasure in 
writing for The Constitution, at its re- 
guest, something of the University of 
Wisconsin as an object lesson for Geor- 
ia. 
ert the whole, I believe that this uni- 
versity can furnish a larger number of 
wholesome lessons for the state and the 
lniversity of Georgia «.an can be gath- 
ered at any other one place. 
During the several years of my rvesi- 
dence at Wisconsin I have become more 
and more impressed with this idea, and 
with the keenest pleasure I have aided 
in welcoming and serving the splendid, 
delegation of Georgians which has just 
returned home from its epoch-making 
visit to this state. [I believé that the 
knowledge of what Georgia may do and 
the inspiration to do it, which has been 
gained by the forty Georgians who came 
to Wisconsin last week wil] prove that 
the conception and execution of tuis plan 
by Mr. Peabody is to be one of the 
wisest and most fruitful of all ‘his 
splendid benefactiong to his native state, 
Wisconsin Unsurpassed. 
Wisconsin is one of the great Amer- 
ican universities, but, more than that, 
she is the most distinctive, the most suc- 
cessful and flourishing,.the most prog- 
ressive of all the state universities, Her 
students number above three thousand, 
but the census of students does not begin 
to tell the tale. In pot of numbers, 
the Universities of I[inois and Nebraska 
are, & believe, ahead of Yale and Johns 
Hopkins, but one would hardly think of 
comparing them on even terms in their 
value and service to the nation. Wiscon- 
sin, however, in those practical depart- 
ments in which she has developed spe- 
cial strength, need not shrink from com- 
parison in any quarter of the country. 
Minnesota, Michigan and Wisconsin are 
the jeaders among the etate universities, 
and may well afford general comparison 
with any and all other American institu- 
tions; but the greatest of these in the 
essentials is Wisconsin. 
Some of the sedund primciples by the 
operation of which the University of 
Wisconsin was destined to grow strong. 
were iaid down by fts first chancellor, 
Dr. Lathrop, in this inaugural] addreas 
in (860. It was nearly twenty years af- 
ter the delivery of that address that any 
great progress ‘began to be made, but 
about 1870 substantia] developments be- 
gan along the lines he had outlined, and 
as the college grew new ideas of prog- 
reag were formulated and acted upon. 
A reoent writer has sald of Wisconsin 
as @ gtate university: ‘iLike ita compeers 
of Michigan and Indfana, it had to repel 
the attacks of the denominationaj col- 
leges seeking to seize and divide its 
funds, and in Wisconsin more nearly 
than in the other states, did this attack 
threaten to be successful, As in other 
states, politicians stole the great en- 
dowment of pine lands. While Corneli’s 
lends, logdted ™ this very state of Wiy- 
consin, brought it millfons, the University 
ot Wisconsin received but a few paltry 
thousands for lands worth as much as 
ihose of Corne!ll.”’ 
Legislature and People Generous. 
Put at no time ‘has the university 
hid to fight for the affections of the 
state. Thrown a pauper upon the gen- 
erosity of the commonwealth, depend- 
«nt entirely upon recurring appropria- 
tions, at no time hase the Jegislature 
ever stinted it. In no etate is a uni- 
versity so felt in every hamlet, in no 
Siate does a university so enter every 
heme, «o sit by the fireside and instruct 
the family. The pulse of the central 
heart of the university throbs on every 
farm, in every factory. There its bul- 
Jetins are read, there its faculty are 
heard, there are ite graduates. In. no 
Siate does a single institution instruct 
s0 large a portion of the college popula- 
tion, and fn no state for population and 
only in the arid state for area, are there 
eo few degree-giving ‘institutions. In 
rclitics as well ag war there is the uni- 
versity, the visible emanation of the 
fiate, and in every state. convention 
there ts the university yell shouteg by 
ue alumni on the delegates’ benches for 
the candi@ates of the hour, university 
men, teo, and #f not, fathers of univer- 
eity men. Such a aituation no other 
American sfate can parallel. As the 
untversity stands today, and with fts 
cammpus of f4eal ‘beauty In the cultured 
little city of Madison, some of the Geor- 
zians have declared it to be the original 
and genuine “spotless town,” With the 
elegant buildings, ite excellent labora- 
tories, its magnificent Wbvrary end. its

Advantage of Conselidation. 

The maintenance of a number of small 
colleges means, to a certain extent, nar- 
rowness of view—provincialism; while 
life in a great university with a faculty 
gathered from the four quarters of the 
earth of course tenis toward breadth of 
view—cosmopolitanism. 

The University of Wisconsin is im- 
mensely strenghtened by the concentra- 
tion of {ts resources. Every department 
supplements every other one.

And the as 
sociation of instrirctors and students with 
diverse lines of interest and in great 
numbers Tends toward mutual broadening 
and invigoration. 

To the concentration of resources as a 
source of strength there has been added 
to coordination of activities, both within 
the untversity and between Zhe universi- 
ty and the grrde and high schools of 
the state. ~ 

What Coorddination Effects. 

This coordinafion of the university with 
the high schools of Wisconsin and ad- 
jacent states is secured by a syatem of 
accredited schools. That is to say, by 
The system now in practice, each high 
school of the large number which are 
approved by and accredited to the uni- 
versity maintains a curriculum which 
the uniyersity considers satisfactory for 
the preparation of students to enter its 
freshman ciass. The university. agrees 
to admit all graduates of such schools

THENS, GA., December 3.—(Spe- 

cial.)}—The people of Georgia al- 

ways stand with hats off to the 
man who through adversity and struggle, 
in spite of poverty and other obstacles 
to progress, wins his way to prominence. 
Justly they regard that man with more 
than ordinary favor, because he has 
demonstrated that there is something in 
him above the ordinary. So with any 
institution that has had a hard struggle 
for existence and ‘thas finally forged its 
way through to success. 

Such an institution is the State Normal 
achool of Georgia, the largest educational 
institution in the state, an institution 
that is reachimg directly with its influ- 
ence more people than any other insti- 
tution !n Georgia, and upon which re#ts 
in the largest measure the efficiency of 
the common schoo] system of the state 
in the future. 

How humble was the beginning of this 
iustitution, and how hard has been its 
mighty struggle to reach its present high 
station in the educationa) field of Geor- 
gia, only those who have watched it 
through all the years of its life can tell. 
That etruggle has been heroic in its 
nature, and will go down in history as 
one of the greatest educational triumphs 
in the history of the state. 

In 1892 a few of the educators of the 
atate conceived the idea that it would be 
@ good thing to have a normal school 
in Georgia. A dill was passed by the 
legisiature of the state establishing the 
echool in this city, but that was all 
that was done by the lawmakers. Not 
one cent was appropriated to cover the 
expenses of the institution, and its 
friends were assigned the task of making 
brick without straw, of establishing an 
educational institution absolutely with- 
out funds. 


Thig was somewhat chilling to the mov- , 


ers in this affair, but they were not men 
to give up, and right then they de- 
termined to have a normal school wheth- 
er the atate aided or not. The University 
of Georgia gave $1,000 from the fund 
that had been bequeathed by the Inte 
(Jovernor .George Gilmer for the training 
of teachers. Dr. J. L. M. Curry, who 
wes {impressed with the value of the 
new movement, gave what aid he could 
f-om the Peabody fund, some $600, and 
vite that smal] sum the State Normal 
sc)00l was started. It was resolved to 
hod a summer school at first, and 
epiendid faculty of Georgians was se- 
These noble educators gave their 
for practically nothing. They 
the necessity for the work, knew 
tie jimited amount of money availabie 
f.: compensation .and resolved that they 
vweuld see the movement through even 
financial loss. oer: 


In Cramped Quarters. 
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the school over for the ses#ion and over 
$500 was raised by subscription. This 
money enabled the management by very 
close and careful attention to expendi- 
tures to carry the school through an- 
other ten weeks’ session. The usefulness 
of the school became more and more ap- 
parent. The teachers all testified to the 
effect it was having on their work. They 
were getting more out of their work. 
They were teaching the children more 
easily and more effectively. They were 
enabled to get better salaries. The pat- 
réns of their echools were better pleased 
with their work. And thus from all came 
testimony to the efficiency of the schoo! 
and the cry for its permanent establish- 
ment went up all over the state. And yet 
the state legislature failed to come to its 
aid another time, and the third year 
came -with the same old situation star- 
ing the managers of the school in the 
face. 
Ran Three Years on $6,500. 

Such a situation would have paralyzed 
the energies of many men, but not so 
with those who had set their hearts on 
State Normal 
school. That year they went before the 
grand jury of Clarke county and asked 
for an appropriation. The point of legali- 
ty was raised, but the grand jury found 
au way out of the trouble and the sum 
of $750 was given the school by the 
county of Clarke. This enabled it to go 
on through andther session of ten weeks 
and to enlarge the scope of its useful- 
Less. 

Thus this institution by careful man- 


agement had been operated three years 
on the insignificant sum of $6,550 spent 
for furniture and equipment, and many 
‘other things not in the school room. 
There is no parallel in the history of 
the state to this remarkabie educational 
achievement. The foundationg for a 


|great institution of learning had been 


‘laid. and the state was now ready to take 
up the work and give it the support it 
should naye had all the three years it 
had been struggling for existence. Fol- 
‘lowing tne third session of the school 
‘came a determined campaign with the 
men who had the making of the laws of 
the state, and in the fall of 1894 the leg- 
islature made its first appropriauion of 
$10,000 with which to start the school 
on its regular ten months session for 
i895. This sum was small and inade- 
quate for the needs of the school, but 
the legislature was feeling its way, and 


the friends of the institution were glad 


jenough to get that. 


‘school were just beginning. 
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But right there arose g situation that | 


was nard to meet. The school had only 
or@ building at its disposal, the old Rock 
college bulflding. In that building the 
teachers who came to attend the new 
school would have to eat, sleep and recite 
their recitations. There wasn't a piece 
of furniture itn the building. There wasn’t 
a atove or a plate or a knife or a fork. 
There wasn't a desk or a single piece 
of schoo] equipment. A rare situation it 
was, indeed! 

The management of the school, of which 


Captain 8. D. Bradwell, state school com- | 


missioner, was chairman, and the local 
friends of the movement appealed to the 


for aid. That body had no legal right 
in the world to appropriate money for an 
institution that w just outside the city 
limits, but the need\was so urgent as to 
cause the mayor and council to overstep 
the law and make an appropriation of 
$500 at all hazards to purchase enough 
cots for the teachers to sleep upon and 
to give the school a little furniture. Not 
e citizen raised a protest against the ap- 
propriation, for all were very heartily 
in favor of the movement. 

Then the teachers began to arrive from 
@ifferent sections of the state. More 
than {00 came that year, and it was a 
problem how to get along with the limited 
facilities. As many as six and eight 
ladies would frequently be crowded into 
one room for sieeping apartments. Noth- 
ing better could be done for them, and 
they were hungry for the education the 
school afforded them. So the manage- 
ment of the school did the best it could 
for them under ti circumstances ana 
thus the first sess .: of ten weeks wore 
away. 

The good that the schoo] had accom- 
plished was relied on to bring the legisla- 
ture to a realization of the need for the 
institution, but the next session of the 
legislature passed without any financial 
ajd being offered and the second session 
Grew on apace with an increased at- 
tendance staring the management in the 
face and’‘no financial] aid in sight. 

The situation was critical. The sum of 
$1,000 from the Gilmer fund and the few 
hundred dollars from the Peabody fund 
would not meet all the requirements, al- 
though that year the need for furniture 
was not so pressing as it had been the 
year previous. Yet more money had to 
be secured. The people of Athens were 
agein relied on to bring up the deficit. 
This time the aid came as a popular sub- 
scription. The Athens Banner started 4 
movement to secure enough money to tide 
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But the difficulties of the gtate normal 
It was prac- 
tically without facilities. Its dormitory 
room owas totally inadequate. its 
kitchen facilities were of the most prim- 
itive kind, It was without proper school 
furniture. It had practically no recita- 
tion rooms. It didn’t have a single book 
for a library. In fact, it was an institu- 
tion in name, having a devoted faculty, 
but mpithout the proper equipment or 
school room with which to make itself 
effective. 

To solve that problem was the task of 
the first faculty of the school, a problem 
that hag been solved gradually as the 
years have passed, only to come again 
into prominence as the number of stu- 
dents increased, until today it is almost 
as bad as it was ten years since, 
Dormitory and Mess Hall Estab- 

lished.

an impossibility for them to come here 
if it cost much money. So the dormi- 
tory and mess hall system wae put into 
operation by Captain Bradwell, who was 
then president of the institution, und 
teachers who came received their 
lights, laundry and servant 


That brought the teachers to the school 


in large numbers, and proved to be a | 
success. To this day this system is doing | 


good work, and the teachers receive the 
same service now for about $8 per 
month, the slight -increase being on ac- 
count of the higher price of food stuffs. 

As soon as that problem was fnsirly out 
Way another arose. So many 


|teachers applied for admission that they 


‘eouldn’t be accommodated. 


The rooms 
in the dormitory were crowded to. such 
an extent as to become really dangerous 
to health, although ‘the school luckily es- 
caped having any sickness there. and has 
up to this time never had a death among 
ite students, Out of the meager appro- 
nriation made by the general assembly 
the management scraped together enough 
to provide another building, which re-

Now 
what are its present needs? 


Present Needs of School. 


Beyond all other things, if a compari- 
sun can be made at all, the prime need 
is more recitation room. Four hundred 
teachers are attending the school. There 
ure only = six recitation rooms in use. 
These rooms are very smal] and totahy 
inadequate for the purposes tor which 
secy dré ei. There are sixteen depart- 
ments in the school. There are some 
classes that have to be divided into ten 
sections M order that they get into the 
recitation rooms At times it is neces- 
sary to conduct some of the classes in 
the open air. The University of Georgta 
has six buildings and a smaller student 
body. The State Norma] school has 
six recifaiion rooms. 

It requires but little thought to see 
the tremendous strain the faculty is 
constantly under. A teacher who could 
easily meet a large class in two sections 
is forced to meet it in ten sections and 
go over the same ground ten times. This 
is not only exhausting to the teacher, 
but it takes up so much time as to 
render the teaching more or less in- 
effective. 

When one class gets ready to vacate a 
room another class is ready to get into 
the room, and frequently it takes five 
or ten minutes for one class to pass the 
other, so crowded are the passages in 
the hallways. In order to teach effec- 
tively, the school needs more recitation 
rooms.

This is a | 
provision that must be made in the very 
near future. The dining hau sas a Ca- | 
pacity of 180. That means that two | 
tables must be set for each meal, and | 
then the teachers are crowded into the | 
room most uncomfortably. 


Luis entails | 
upon both teachers and students a great 
loss of time every day, as well as no | 
end of inconvenience, | 

But this is not the worst feature, The | 
kitchen is the most primitive thing at 
the institution. it is located in very 
small quarters, haru:y as large as the | 
kitchen quarters of a large family. | 
Everything is crowded here beyond de- 
scription. Yet in these quarters the 
cooking must be done for 400 people, and 
in the littla room about 86 by [5 feet the 
dishes for all that crowd are washed 
and dried and returned to the table. 

In spite of all these drawbacks, the 
service is first class. It takes too much 
time to serve the meals, and there are 
many inconveniences, but the manage- 
ment of the dormitory manages to give 
good and satisfactory service far as 
the food goes and the cleanliness of 
service. 

Dormitory room is a prime need at this 
institution. So crowded has the dormitory 
for girls become that it hag been neces- 
sary to close up the hallway in the male 
dormitory and give the second floor and 
_4@ portion of the first floor to ine girls. 
Dormitories Imperatively Needed. 

In the old Rock college building, where | 
the girls are for the most Dart housed, 
there are scenes that would cause the 
hardest heart to melt could they be | 
seen and known. In one end of the hall | 
on the first floor of that building two 
Curtains swing across the hallway to cut 
off this little cuddy hole. In a space not 
more than 6 by i2 feet in this hallway 
a girl makes her home in order to get 
the benefits of a normal school train- 
ing. The hallway is very well heated 
by steam ‘heat, but in the winter this 
|is necessarily a cold place for a girl to 
\Sleep. Yet she does so uncomplainingly, 
because she hag a mission in the world, 
and is bent on doing her full duty toward 
the children of her state. Of such ma- 
terial are the true heroines of this world 
made, and this is not the only One at 
the State Normal school. 

On the second floor in a Hitle recers 
\in the hall is another place curtained off, 
‘in which two girls Sleep, and in still an- 
,Other place is this the condition. The 
{hallways are used for the storage of the 
itrunks that cannot find room in the rooms 
of the building, so crowded are they. In 
, Spite of cold weather, in spite of all ob- 
Stacles, these girls are at work securing 
| their education. They ought to have bet. 
fer accommodation, but they cannot have 
them until more dormiiory-room is pro- 
| vided. 

It has become necessary to place the 
manual traiping department of the schooi 
in a servants’ house on the premises, 
‘into the end of which sticks the furnace 
| from which the heat is supplied to ene of 
(the buildings. In another little two-room 
| cottage on the place, the cooking school 
|i located, a place that will accommo- 
‘date but eight teachers at a time. In 
|the senior class alone there are eighty 
' scholars. In another little cottage of 
half the size, is the only room on. the 
premises where the men have an inftrm- 
ary. : 

If by some stroke of good fortune the 
State Normal school should receive 
enough money to duplicate every pbulld- 
ing on the campus it would then have 
scarcely enough room to satisfy the urg- 
ent needs of the institution for space re- 
quired by its many departments. 

If the school can get the $5,000 for 
which the trustees are asking to supple- 
ment the gifts of Mesers. Smith and Pea-/} 
body, and thus make available the $26.. 
000 appropriated by the state, these come 
can in a measure bo met. A recitation 
hall can be built and a kitchen and din- 
ing hall provided that will at the same 
time provide for dormitory acommodations 
for one hundred more men. 


What the School Has Accomplishe:. 

Manw people ask what has the State 
Normal school accamplished in its ten 
years of work. It would require more 
Space than is here allotted to answer the 
question, 

There are more than 65,000 white teach- 
ers in the state. Of that number sev- 
eral hundred each year, for one reason 
or another, drop out of the profession. 
That constitutes a need for new teach- 
ers and a need for trained teachers. The 
State Normal school meets that need. 

Since its establishment the State Nor- 
mal school has reached more than 3,000 
schoo] teachers in this state in one way 
or another. Some of them have had the 
benefit of only a few weeks’ training here, 
but of late years many hundreds have 
been greatly benefited by taking the en- 
tims course of study at that institution. 

Through these teachers tens of thousands 
of the children of the state have been 
reached and benefited. Through those 
children in the coming years Georgia will 
be repaid for every Gollar ehe has ever 
spew® or ever will spend on the State 
Normal school.
